A score of 
big dredges and steam -hovels and 
an arm y of workmen are removing 
thousand- of cubic yards of earth 
from the recent -lide- from Gold and 
C ontractors’ Hills. 
Gov. Goethals a few days ago ex­ 
pressed hope of reopening the canal 
Nov. 1, but the date m ay he extend 
ed.

'Careful breeding is a good fouhda 
tion upon which to build successful 
egg' production. 
The Poultry De 


partment at Purdue University has 
t»een keeping careful records of their 
Single Comb White Leghorns during 
the past -five 'years, and by .using 
pedigrees in selecting the breeders 
some good layers have been produc- 
ed. 
: 


In the first four years of work at 


the Experiment 
Station 
only two 


Leghorns produced 200 or more eggs 
in one year. In 1915 a dozen pullets 
have exceeded the 20.0 egg mark'by 
October 1st. 
This good production 


is thought to be due to careful majt 
ing. 'Many people fear the term "in- 
breeding" believing .that the breed- 
ing of close relationship will s'iirely 
prove detrimental to the flock.. Lin< 
breeding, commonly known as care 
ful inbreeding, has been the soure< 
of much good .results in breeding 
Only by it can blood lines be con 
centrated. or the characteristics o 
tlie parent exist iri the offspring in 
percentage greater than one-half. 


The trap nest is the only sur 


means of measuring a hen's egg pro 
dnction. Continued trap-nesting for 
more than one year will often bring 
surprises.

cott said, to place the burden of 
taxation excessively upon real es- 
•tate and visible forms of taxable 
.property such as improvements. The 
1915 report of the auditor of state 
be said, shows that the proportion 
of real estate and improvements to 
ithe total amount of property taxee 
is 05 per cent. In 1908 it was 62 
per cent. Showing, he said, that the 
tendency to increase the burden on 
this class as very marked-., |^-; 


'"This would indicate"ihat rea 


estate and improvements are bear- 
ing over 14 per cent more, of 
the 


burden of taxation than their pro 
portionate shore," Wolcott said. 


"In 1913 the auditor of-state's re- 


port showed a gain ia real estate 
and improvements "of $171,932,165 
while personal property, not includ- 
ing railroads, showed a loss of $5,- 
404,747, and this at a time of great 
prosperity 
in the country, so tha 


vast amounts of personal propert; 
was hidden and sequestered. This is 
due principally to increase 
rates 


which 
have grown to such an ex 


eessive extent that thfy practical') 
consificate the income on certain 
classes of personal property. 


"Five cities have a rate of $5 


per $100, one having a rate of $5.92 
Ninety seven cities in the state have 
an average rate of $3.72. It is ap- 
parent that if property weie liste( 
for taxation and assessed at its true 
value it would consificate incomes in 
some eases and take an average o: 
one-half or more- 
throughout the 


state." 


Business is paralyzed to a larger

Within a few months 
of the rise of the movement in the
